Differs So mewhat Fro m 
Federalizatio n 
Urged 
By U. S.. Britain 


(By Asso ciated P ress) 
LONDON, March 22—The Mos­ 
cow radio said 
Foreign 
Minister 
Vyacheslav M. Molotov ask ed the 
Cou ncil of Foreign Ministers today 
to establish a decentralized German 
government. 
The broadcast, recorded by the 
Soviet monitor here, qu oted Molo­ 
tov a* saying: 
“The Hitlerite centralization of 
the state administration, which de­ 
stroyed 
the 
landtags 
(provincial 
diets) and the au tonomou s adminis­ 
tration of the laender « states» mu st 
be liqu idated, so the decentraliza­ 
tion of the administration will be re­ 
stored wliich existed before the es­ 
tablishment of the Hitler regime, 
with the restoration of the landtags 
and two all-German chambers.” 
Fav o red By France 
French officials previou sly had 
u rged decentralization and the Unit­ 
ed Btates and 
Britain su ggested 
federalization. 
There had been widespread be­ 
lief in the western capitals that Ru s­ 
sia favored a strongly centralized 
German government and this was 
foreseen as a major issu e of the 
Moscow conference. 
Molotov was qu oted as saying that 
"the political system of Germany 
mu st have a democratic character 
and the organs of power mu st be 
formed on the basis of a demo­ 
cratic election." 
"Su ch u provisional German gov­ 
ernment mu st be set u p as cou ld, 
while ensu ring the political and 
economic u nity of Germany, sim­ 
u ltaneou sly 
assu me 
responsibility 
for the fu lfillment of Germany’s ob­ 
ligation* to the Allied states," the 
radio qu oted him. 
Molotov proposed that the O r ­ 
man government inclu de "central 
German administrative departments 
on finance, Indu stry, transport, com­ 
mu nications and foreign trade,” the 
broadcast» reported. 
He su ggested that the Allied Con­ 
trol cou ncil in Berlin work ou t a 
provisional democratic constitu tion 
for Germany with the help of "the 
democratic parties, the free trade 
u nions and other anti-Nazi organi­ 
zations." 
Election Plan 
His plan, as broadcast, proposed 
that elections be held "in accord­ 
ance with the provisional O rm a n 
constitu tion, after which a provis­ 
ional German government shou ld be 
formed." 
The prime task of the provisional 
government, he said, shou ld be erad­ 
ication of "the remnants of Ger­ 
man militarism and Fascism” in 
accordance with the Potsdam agree­ 
ment. 
“A 
permanent 
constitu tion 
of 
Germany mu st be approved by the 
Allied people," he added. 
Under his plan, a president of the 
German repu blic wou ld be elected 
by a parliament consisting of two 
chambers. 
“On the whole territory of 
Ger­ 
many, an all-German constitu tion 
established by parliament will op­ 
erate and in the laender the consti­ 
tu tions of the laender eatahllahed 
by landtags.” 
Molotov was qu oted a* proposing 
that the parliament and the land­ 
tags be elected "on the basis of a 
u niversal, equ al and direat electo ral 
law, with secret voting and the pro­ 
portional system."
